Tt is believed by many in Duluth 
who have been keeping in touch with 
the situation th at if the corporation 
recognizes th e ore handlers, who say 
they have just organized and become 
a part of the International Longshore­ 
men's association and do not wish to 
he associated with the W estern F e d ­ 
eration of Miners in any way, shape or 
manner, the ice may be broken for a 
settlement. 
The corporation officials 
are firm in their determination to not

Cer­ 
tain species of snakes carry this stone, 
which is serni-pbosphorescont, in tile 
mouth for-use as an Insect or frog 
decoy. 
The snake deposits the stone 
on tin* ground, 
anil conceals itself 
near by, and when tin* light of the 
stone attracts enough insects, or the 
assembled Insects attract a frog or 
toad in search of prey? the cunning 
reptile glides upon tho unwary hopper 
and makes a meal of him. The repre­ 
sentative of Kve’s deceiver and the 
cause of Adam's downfall then “pock­

and retires

The snake, while laying for 
prey, if disturbed by the approach of 
a per-on will take lip the stone and

It Is firmly believed by many people 
in India that the snake stone has cura­ 
tive and antidote qualities and that if 
It Is applied to a bite In time It will ex­ 
tract the poison, 
lf it possesses any 
virtue iii ibis regard, it Is because the 
stone is porous and absorbs the poison 
lf It so happen- that the poison lies iii 
fatty tissue and has not yet been taken 
Into the circulation. 
Sucking would 
accomplish the same purpose. 
But if 
the poison was injected by the snake 
into a vein or artery neither would do 
much good, if any. 
That the snake 
stone has relieved snake bite can hard­ 
ly be doubted in the face of evidence 
in possession of reputable persons in 
India. 
Indian sui ak 7* i Lur in e rs always have 
snake stones h r sale to credulous peo­ 
ple. They are simply spongy or porous 
stones rubbed into a round, flat shape. 
The snake channer Is the prince of 
fakirs, lie blows on a lute—a rude In­ 
strument made of the bamboo reed— 
and the cobra raises his head eight to 
ten Inches above the ground or out of 
an open basket In which the reptile Is 
carried about, expands his hood and 
waves his head and neck back and 
forth as lf trying to keep time with 
the weird music. 
I ain satisfied, how­ 
ever, after close observation of tills 
porh n am e 
many times, that the 
snake j.; not charmed by the music, but 
that it lie 
been trained to <!<> its stunt 
by i f cf ii rune, and that It expects 
to be taj ped w ith the cane lf It dees 
not tai e I* 
beati, expand Its hood and 
wave it 
net u and ticad. 
It dees this 
same thing when maddened I ti the jun­ 
gle. The whole movement is its signal 
of lief a nee; that It is angry and will 
strike iu self defense. The “charmer” 
almost Invariably raises a stick with 
one hand when he blows on the reed, 
and the snake places Itself In readiness 
tojxfilfil alin ck. 


This is about the whole story of the 
Indian snake charmer, who Is really no 
charmer at all, but a humbug. 
Ile 
handles the cobra and other kinds of 
snakes, but one may rest assured that 
the fangs have been extracted and that 
the snake he handles is powerless to 
do harm. 
Besides, a snake can be 
tamed to a certain extent and comes to 
know its keeper and will submit quiet­ 
ly to be handled by him precisely as is 
the case in dime museum shows, where 
the snake performance is much more 
Interesting and exciting than anything 
of the kind to be witnessed in India.—
